How much time do you dedicate to prayer each day? When I ask people 
that question, normally they admit that they pray in small bits here and 
there, but they do not dedicate a time just for prayer. It reminds me of a story 
by Anthony de Mello... 

As the Master grew old and infirm, the disciples begged him not to 
die. Said the Master, "If 1 did not go, how would you ever seel" 

"What is it we fail to see when you are with us?" they asked. But 
the Master would not say. When the moment of his death was near, 
they said, "What is it we will see when you are gone?" With a 
twinkle in his eye, the Master said, "All I did was sit on the 
riverbank handing out river water. After I'm gone, I trust you will 
notice the river." 

We are God's children. All we need to do in prayer is to ask, and we will 
be filled with grace. The river of grace runs deep in the backyard of our 
hearts. In prayer we can drink deeply. But so many people rely on "holy 
people" like priests or religious or holy elders to give them a cup of the love 
and wisdom they have found. 

Next weekend, we begin a new year of faith formation. Prayer will be the 
key to its success. I have been praying for weeks - that God will guide our 
efforts, that people will be open to participate, that hearts will be changed. 
"Nothing is so powerful on earth as purity and prayer," according to Fr. Teilhard 
de Chardin, SJ. We have been working hard to prepare a good program, but 
more important than our planning is the help of the Holy Spirit. 

I invite you to pray a NOVENA, Sept. 8-16, for Faith Formation at 
OFBH. Please dedicate at least 10-15 minutes to pray for this intention. I will 
pray a Scriptural Rosary. Since the novena begins with the Feast of the Birth 
of Mary, a rosary seems fitting. But the nine days of prayer could be fulfilled 
with other prayers. Parents, do you pray daily for your children? Nothing is 
so powerful on earth! Teachers and catechists, do you intercede for your 
students? As a teacher at STM, I found that daily prayer for the students 
made a world of difference. 

The most powerful prayer of all is the Mass. When you come to the 
Eucharist, do you bring a special intention which you lay on the altar? 
Asking for a specific grace (e.g., to forgive past hurts, or to be free of a 
particular sin) is like radiation therapy. The fire of grace heals that part of 
our heart. 

If you are retired, will you come to daily Mass once a week to pray for our 
community? Consider being a prayer partner who prays each day for faith 
formation. We have adoration on Wednesdays. I invite families to come for a 
30 minute prayer once a month during adoration. Please consider how you 
might deepen your prayer life this year. Nothing is so powerful on earth.

In the Acts of the Apostles, we learn that God has 
opened the door of faith for the early Church. But did 
you know that God has opened the door of faith for 
each one us and he invites us to step through the 
threshold into a deeper relationship with him. The 
upcoming Year of Faith is an opportunity for every 
Catholic to turn towards Jesus Christ, encounter him 
in the Sacraments, especially the Eucharist and 
rediscover the Faith and Church. With his Apostolic 
Letter of October 11, 2011, Porta Fidei, Pope Benedict 
XVI declared that a "Year of Faith" will begin on 
October 11, 2012 and conclude on November 24, 2013. 
October 11, 2012, the first day of the Year of Faith, is 
the fiftieth anniversary of the opening of the Second 
Vatican Council . . . (Vatican II) and also the twentieth 
anniversary of the Catechism of the Catholic Church . 
During the Year of Faith, Catholics are asked to study 
and reflect on the documents of Vatican II and the 
catechism so that they may deepen their knowledge of 
the faith. The upcoming Year of Faith is a "summons to 
an authentic and renewed conversion to the Lord, the 
One Savior of the world" (Porta Fidei 6). In other 
words, the Year of Faith is an opportunity for Catholics 
to experience a conversion - to turn back to Jesus and 
enter into a deeper relationship with him. The "door of 
faith" is opened at one's baptism, but during this year 
Catholics are called to open it again, walk through it 
and rediscover and renew their relationship with 
Christ and his Church.

The growing body of statistics confirming the benefits 
of regular family mealtime is compelling. With school 
and activities back up and 
running it is important to make 
family mealtime a priority. Try 
these tips to make your family's 
mealtimes more positive. 

1. Commit to a set time for 
meals (daily, weekly, or 
according to your 
schedule). 

2. Turn off the TV, computers, handheld games, 
and don't answer the phone. Don't flip 
through your mail. 

3. Use prayer to mark the transition from 
busyness to mealtime. Be mindful of those 
who do not have enough to eat today. 

4. Slow down enough to taste and enjoy your 
food. 

5. Hold one conversation at a time. Everyone 
gets a chance to speak. You can disagree, but 
you can't be unkind about it. 

6. Encourage laughter. 

7. Practice manners, such as saying please and 
thank you and asking politely for people to 
pass the salt, and so on. Everyone stays at the 
table until they're excused to leave. 

8. Give everyone a role in preparing or cleaning 
up. Even small children can help set the table 
or put napkins in place. 

9. Regularly invite guests to your table. Welcome 
them as you would welcome Jesus. Treat your 
family members the same way. 

10. Always end with a quick expression of 
gratitude of God and thanks to the cook!

• Did not God choose those who are poor in the 
world to be rich in faith and heirs of the 
kingdom? (James 2:5) 

• "He makes the deaf hear and the mute speak." 
(Mark 7:37) 

Reflection 

• God gives sight to the blind, hearing to the 
deaf, mobility to the lame, speech to the mute, 
raising those bowed down, and faith to the 
poor. 

• If someone is full/complete, is it possible to find 
God? 

• Is everyone incomplete without God? 

• Does the lure of worldly riches make a promise 
that it cannot keep? 

• How are you weak? Is this a good thing for 
you? 

Gandhi recognized, as no other world leader of our 
time has done, the necessity to be free from the 
pressures, the exorbitant and tyrannical demands of a 
society that is violent because it is essentially greedy, 
lustful and cruel. Therefore he fasted, observed days 
of silence, lived frequently in retreat, knew the value of 
solitude, as well as of totally generous expenditure of 
his time and energy in listening to others and 
communicating with them. He recognized the 
impossibility of being peaceful and nonviolent man if 
one submits passively to the insatiable requirements of 
a society maddened by over-stimulation and obsessed 
with the demons of noise, voyeurism and speed. 
"Jesus died in vain," said Gandhi, "if he did not teach 
us to regulate the whole of life by the eternal law of 
love." (Merton, Thomas, New Seeds of Contemplation, 
New Direction: New York, 1972, p. 163)
